The authorities are treat- 
ing them like dogs.

of Locusts. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 12. - The Secre- 


tory of the Interior haj? received a re- 
port from Acting Superintendent Bevllly, 
stationed In California, to protect tho na- 
tional parks 
from 
trespassing sheep- 


herds. Mr. Scvilly has finished a portion 
of tho work, and troop A. Utah Ca.va.-ry. 
has been detailed to patrol tho parks. 
He says that 120,000 sheep have been 
electee ftfty-flvo bands in all. from Yo- 
semito Park, and it is thought that tho 
work has been as successful in the Gen- 
eral Grant nnd Sea-Jala parks.' The herds 
have been so long in Yosemlte Park that 
nearly all tho Brass and other forage had 
been destroyed. 


Some confusion exists in California in 


rcrard « Iho action, and it is the inten- 
tion of tho Interior Department hat it bo 
distinctly understood that no animals un- 
der any case can bo permitted to graze 
on fie public reservations, nnd that all 
^easu-es necessary will be Uikcn to keep 
Sleeks "ree from them. Those persons 
who bavo patent lands will be purm tte.l 
to graze calllo. and before this the nwtes 
and bounds of the patented lands must 
be definitely ascertained and "'"^ed.
